Seviet Russia has proposed a ban on all means of 
launching nuclear weapons as the first step in a new dis» 


armament plan. 


The proposal would cover launchings 


from ships, planes, rockets and space satellites. But the 
new proposals were followed up by a speech the next day 
by Soviet Premier Khrushchev which was full of threats 


and abuse of President Eisenhower. 


He even went so 


far.as.to declare that Mr. Eisenhower was irresponsible 
and unfit for office, and characterized his administration 
as “the dark age for América and the rest of the world.” 


This kind of invective is 


hardly a good send-off for a 


new approach to a grave international problem and Mr. 
Khrushchev appears to have allowed a mixture of arro- 
gance and excitement to get the better of his judgment. 
But the actual proposals are unlikely to commend them- 
selves to the Western powers for they couple with the 
demolition of alt means of delivery of mass destruction 
weapons the demand for the liquidation of all foreign 
military bases, also in the first stage of the program.
